To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

Gentlemen: — The bill entitled “An aet to ! 
extend t lie charter of the Bank of Chambers-! 
burg,” has been presented for my approval. 

The charter of this bank will expire by its 
own limitation on the first Wednesday of. 
May, 1850, and the present bill proposes to 
extend it for a further period often years 
from that date. The bills to extend the ! 
charters of the Farmers’ and Drovers’ Bank i 
of Waynesburg, the Columbia Bank and 
Bridge company, and the Farmers’ and Me- 1 
chanics’ Bank of Philadelphia, are also before | 
me* The charters of these institutions will 
expire by their limitations in May and Nov. 
1849, and it is proposed to extent each of them 
for ten years from the time of their expira- 
tion. 

The importonce and responsibility of 
giving or withholding my sanction to the re- 
ne val of the charters of these instiiutious as 
well as others of a similar character, which 
may be presented during the present session, 
has induced me to bestow upon the subject 
my most serious consideration. 

The great injuries which have been in- 
flicted upon the whole people, but more es- 
pecially upon those) who are entirely depen- 
dent upon their daily wages for the subsis- 
tence and comforts of themselves and fam- 
ilies, l>y t lie failure of banks and the depre- 
ciation of bank paper, demand at the hands 
of those entrusted with the power of legisla- 
tion on the subject, the utmost caution and 
deliberation, before they extend a system 
which has, in so many instances proved itself 
vicious and deceptive, and ruinous to the 
laboring and producing portions of the people. 

In the annual message, presented to the 
General Assembly at the commencement of 
the present session, 1 took the occasion to 
present the following views on the subject. 

“Nothing can contribute so much to the 
maintenance of our present prosperity, as a 
sound currency. Pennsylvania is\ich in 
productions of almost every description re- 
quired by the wants of mankind ; and nothing 
is necessary to make her people t he most in- 
dependent in the world, but a propeyegard 
fer her true interests. To advance these, she 
must not be seduced from her devotion to 
sound principles, by the artificial contrivances 
of false economists, whose selfish theories are 
as delusive as they are destructive of the 
public good. 

“The present is a most propitious period, 
when there is an abundance of gold and silver 
in t lie country, to make a determined effort 
to increase its circulation, and secure to the 
people the currency which the wisdom ol the 
Earners of the Constitution of the U. States 
provided. Instead of creating new banks, or 
increasing the capital of old ones, our efforts 
should be directed to secure the solvency ol 
those which already exist, and thereby render 
their circulation sound and reliable. 

“Impressed with the force of these con- 
siderations, I am convinced that the increase 
of the banking capital of the State, would be 
unwise and impolitic ; and I respectfully rec- 
ommend that before any one of the existing 
banks is rechartered, a searching scrutiny 
be instituted into its affairs, its management 
its credit, and its means; and if it be found

with the govern merit. -In other words, banks 
become the creditors of the Common wealth, 
by purchasing her bonds; these are deposited 
with the government, and the government 
endorses and returns to the bankers, notes 
prepared for circulation to an equal amount. 

I can perceive no grounds for confidence in 
this system. It must explode, m a country 
where it is adopted to any considerable ex- 
tent, whenever a revulsion occurs to test its 
stability, for it is a deviation from true prin- 
ciples. Sound and safe banking can only be 
based & conducted on money, gold and silver. 
Neither individuals nor banks can lend that 
which they have not ; and if they lend credit 
in the shape of bank notes, without the means 
to redeem them in gold and silver, they com- 
mit a fraud upon t lie community, as they 
lend, and put in circulation, that which is not 
money nor the representative of money. 

“If this system of converting State stock 
into banking capital, and hypothecating it as 
a security for the payment of bank issues, 
were not a delusion, mortgages upon real 
estate, might be used for the same purpose, 
which would afford an equal, if not a better 
security, for the payment of the notes, and 
by this process, the whole value of the real 
estate of the country, might be converted into 
banking capital, and the people into a nation 
of bankers. This proposition shows, that the 
whole scheme is illusory and unsound. Free 
banking, in its legitimate sense, is the right 
which every man enjoys to lend his own 
money to whom he pleases. It is the ex- 
change of money for securities, to repay with 
interest. It involves no fictitious increase of 
the circulation, but may be carried on to an 
indefinite extent without affecting the cur- 
rency. — This is the free banking, which has 
at all times supplied, and does now supply, 
the wants of a large proportion ofborrowers, 
and commends itself to general confidence 
nd approval by its simplicity arid adaption 
to the circumstances of the people.” 

In recommending “that before any one of 
the existing banks is rechartered, a searching 
scrutiny be instituted into its affairs, its 
management, its ciedit and its means, and it 
it be found that the notes have been suffered 
to depreciate, that the accommodations have 
been bestowed upon favorites and large spec- 
ulators and dealers in money, instead of being 
diffused among moderate and safe customers 
— that the issues have at one period en- 
couraged speculation by their excess, and at 
another oppressed honest industry by their 
contraction — in short, that the legitimate 
objects for which the privileges were granted, 
have not been by fair, faithful and judicious 
management accomplished, then the charter 
should be suffered to expire by its own limi- 
tation,” I intended that the investigation 
should be rigid and thorough, and that the 
charters should not be renewed as a mere 
matter of course without examine lion, us has 
generally been the case heretofore. The 
time for the mysterious secrecy which has so 
long shrouded the transaction of banking 
institutions, has gone by.- When they apply 
to the Legislature fora renewal of privileges 
they should come with clean hands, and 
ought to be required to give the most satis- 
factory evidence of the character of their dis- 
counts, and the nature and value of all their 
assets, and of their faithfulness in the execu- 
tion of the trust confided to them. It is only 


people at large, but, by many of the most en- 
lightener bankers in the country. It is true, 
the application of the principle may not yet 
be perfect, but that its introduction, even iri 
its modified form, will have a salutary influ- 
ence, by producing more caution and care 
oil the part ol stockholders in regard to the 
management of the banks, as well as by 
affordfrig a better ultimate security to their 
creditors, will not be denied. 

Having attained this point, it is our duty 
to progress with the advance of enlighted 
public opinion, and to provide such other 
reasonable and wholesome restrictions, ns 
the public interests require, and as the pub- 
lic sentiment demands. Among the further 
restrictions which have occurred to me as 
practicable and proper, are the following; 

1st. One restricting the amount of issues 
to a less proportion to their capital. They 
are now generally authorized to issue three 
times the amount of their capital. This is 
too mud* and ought to be reduced.' f t tS Tht r-*" 
main cause of those fatal expansions, and 
contractions, which have heretofore proved 
so destructive to the best interests of tho 
country. The amount of debts they are per- 
mitted to contract, ought aiso to be reduced, 
so as to restrain t heir operations at all times 
within reasonable and safe limits. 

2nd. The banks of the State ought all to be 
required to keep their notes at par in the city 
of Philadelphia. It is the products of tho 
country which are sent to the eastern mar- 
kets, that form the legitimate basis of bank 
discounts in the country and as the country 
banks have the benefit of the country circula- 
tion, and the advantage of discounting tho 
bills and diafls on the eastern cities, where 
they receive par funds in payment, it is ask- 
ing but a small return for the favors conferred 
upon them, that they should keep their paper 
at par. This would put an end to a system 
ol brokerage and speculation, which indirect- 
ly robs the people of the interior of many 
thousands of dollars, annually. 

3d. Banks ought to be treated as public in- 
stitutions, because they furnish the currency 
of the State, and effect the pecuniary inter- 
ests of the people more than any other insti- 
tutions of the country The directors ought 
to be placecd under oath, and sworn to ob- 
serve the provisions of the charters, and any 
wilful violation of them, ought to be mado 
pejury. The whole proceedings of the batiks 
should at al! times be open to the inspection 
of any reasonable nnmber of the stockholders 
to a committee of the Legislature, and to any 
officer ol the State duly authorized. 

4th. A failure to redeem their notes on de- 
| mand, in specie, ought, in itself, to be an ab- 
solute forfeitureof their charter, except as to 
| winding up their concerns, and for any act 
'done as a bank after such failure, the fact 
j ought to be allowed lobe given iti evidence 
as a bar to and suit in relation to any banking 
operation, subsequent to such failure. 

5th x\fier a lapse of a few years, they ought 
not to be permitted to issue paper of a de- 
monination below ten dollars. 

These are some of the most prominent 
provisions, which ought, in my opinion, to be 
engrailed on our bankingjsystem, and applied 
to every bank in the State; and I cannot 
perceive any time so favorable for their adop- 
tion, as when the banks are asking ail exten- 
sion of their charters.

“This policy, so just towards the public, 
while it may, t<5 a moderate extent, diminish 
the present amount of banking capital, will 
strengthen public confidence in the other 
banks, and add to the stability and soundness 
of the currency. And as it may, also, in- 
crease the profits of existing banks, beyond 
a just compensation to the shareholders for 
their investments, and as this excess of gain 
is derived from the special privileges con- 
ferred upon them by the Legislature, I rec- 
ommend, that the tax imposed by the act of 
the 1st April, 1835, upon dividends exceeding 

six percent per annum, be increased. YVhile 
the inducement to excessive banking will be 
reasonably checked, by the increase of this 
tax, the finances of the Stale may be, to some 
extent, improved, and the public welfare pro- 
moted. The policy indicated will lead to the 
rigid execution of the law, prohibiting the 
circulation oMoreign notes, under the de- 
nomination of five dollars, as soon as the 
balance of the relief issues is cancelled. This 
will be a positive advance in the improve- 
ment of the currency, which should be then 
followed by a law prohibiting the circulation 
of all notes, below the denomination of ten 
dollars. The channels of circulation will 
then be filled with an abundance of gold and

should be rigid and thorough, and that the 
charters should not be renewed as a mere | 
matter of course without examination, us has 
generally been the case heretofore. The 
time for the mysterious secrecy which has so 
long shrouded the transaction of banking 
institutions, lias gone by. When they apply 
to the Legislature for a renewal of privileges 
they should come with clean hands, and 
ought to be required to give the most satis- 
factory evidence of the character of their dis- 
counts, and the nature and value of all their 
assets, and of frheir faithfulness in the execu- 
tion of t he trust confided to them. It is only 
by requiring such testimony, that a reliable 
opinion can be formed, as to their solvency, 
and their title to perfect confidence. 

In regard to the bill immediately before me, 
as well as the others referred to, so far as I 
am informed, no such investigation has taken 
place, nor indeed any other, beyond the ex- 
amination of their quarterly statements, and 
the representations of those immediately 
interested. These statements, it is well 
known, furnish little information which can 
be relied on, as satisfactory, in regard to the 
solvency of the institutions. It is only by a 
rigid inquiry into the character of the notes 
and bills discounted, and of all the assets, 
that any valuable and practical result can be 
attained. 

In withholding my approbation from tbe 
bill under consideration, as well as the others 
to which I have referred, I do not mean to 
intimate the most remote suspicion in regard 
to their solvency or management. So far as 
I know, they are as sound as any other 
banks in the State, and may have been as 
well conducted. Indeed, some of them sus- 
tain as fair a reputation as any in the State, 
but the time has arrived when the public 
interests demand that no bank should be re- 
chartered, without the most thorough scru- 
tiny into its condition and management ; and 
it was only on condition of such an investi- 
gation being first had, that I expressed a 
willingness to give my assent to the recharter 
of any” bank. In creating, or renewing insti- 
tutions, which are to furnish the circulating 
medium of the State, and which every man 
in business is compelled, from the habits and 
customs of the country, to receive as money, 
nothing should be taken for granted, or left 
in doubt, which fs susceptible of satisfactory 
proof. By pursuing the course indicated, 
those institutions which are unsound will be 
detected and exposed, and the community 
may be protected against fraud and imposi- 
tion, while those that are sound, such honestly 
conducted, will receive the confidence ihey 
merit. 

Ah none of the charters of the institutions 
which are now before me for a renewal of 
their privileges, will expire before the 1st of 
May, 1849, 1 cannot perceive that they will 
suffer any material detriment, or that the 
public interests can be jeoparded by the post- 
ponement of their applications for another 
vear. I am the more persuaded that this is 
the true course from the fact, that I am fully 
*>at ; sfied there are y« t many valuable previ- 
ous which ought to be engrafted upon every 
bank charter in the State, in order to protect 
*t he 'interests of bona fide stockholders, and 
to secure the people from a recurrence of the 
evils which have heretofore resulted from ihe 
defects of the present system. Much hat* 
already been done. The principle ot in 
dividual liability, which waa for a long time 
pertinaciously resisted, as destructive of t.ie 
whole system, has been established, and ia 
now received with fuvor ; uot Qnly by the 


solute forfeiture of iheir charter, except as to 
winding up their concerns, and fur any act 
done as a bank after such failure, the fact 
ought to be allowed lobe given in evidence 
as a bar to and suit in relation to any banking 
operation, subsequent to such failure. 

5th .\fter a lapse ofa few years, ihey ought 
not to be permitted to issue paper of a de- 
monination below ten dollars. 

These are some of the most prominent 
provisions, which ought, in my opinion, to be 
engrafted on our banking^system, and applied 
to every bank in the Slate; and I cannot 
perceive any time so favorable for their adop- 
tion. as when the banks are asking an exten- 
sion of their charters. 

No extreme measures towards the banks, 
that are calculated to disturb or derange the 
business habits of the community, are desire- 
able, but the people have a right to expect 
from every public functionary, who has it in 
any degree to the correction of the evils of a 
system, which has heretofore been produc- 
tive of so much mischeif, his best exertious 
to prevent tbe recurrence of these evils. 

Entertaining the views I have expressed, 
and the belief that no injury can be sustained 
by delay, I have come to the conclusion at 
present to withhold my assent to these bills. 
By the postponement, the banks will have 
time to prepare and exhibit satisfactory proof 
of their condition and management, which in 
not now before me, and some well digested 
amendments to the system, calculated still 
further to mitigate if not eradicate its defects, 
may be matured. 

For these reasons, 1 have directed the bill 
to be returned without my approbation to 
the Senate in which it originated.

A PENNSYLVANIA VOLUNTEER. 

The remains of William Wunder, 1st Lieuten- 
ant of the Reading Artillerists, attached to the 2d 
Regiment Pennsylvania Volunteers, arrived at New 
O leans on the 25th ult.. in charge of C. F. Jackson, 
en route to Reading. 

It will be remembered that the Reading Artiller- 
ists. of which Lieut. Wunder was a most active and 


m«' mu g 0 .u C .. glittered in the garden of 

1 paradise beneath it. Such was die view that broke 
upon our soldiers in the valley of Mexico; but alas, 
poor Wunder did not enjoy the scene; his sufferings 
were soon to close. "Within an humble cottage at 
Miscoac, upon a soldier’s pallet of straw', reposed 
the wasted form of the Reading Volunteer, almost 
exhausted, and gasping with renewed effort as it to 
catch a breath from the passing zephyr, that gently 
wafted its soft gushes through his narrow chamber. 
Mark the wild glances of his piercing eye, looking 
with intent desire to recognize some human coun- 
tenance with whom he might hold, for a few mo- 
ments, a last communion. Is there none to suc- 
colir __none to moisten the parched lips— to dry the 
clammy brow— to lull the throbbing anguish of dis- 
ease — none to breathe a word of consolation, and 
smooth the pillow of the dying soldier? 

Oh, it is a lamentable picture to pourtray death’s 
visitation, even when he comes to us amidst the 
comforts of home and the condolence of nearest and 
dearest friends ; but how* much more difficult it is to 
endure, where the shining mark is singled out*m a 
far distant land, without the privilege of a father’s 
blessing or a mother’s prayer. 

On the 12th of September last, our troops attacked 
Chapultepec ; the Reading Artillerists were in that 
battle, and on the 13th it was carried by storm. It is 
related of the Pennsylvanians, that in order to reqeh 
the to^of the battlements, they were seen to climb 
on each others shoulders, rather than await the tardy 
process of sealing ladders. The tumult of that bat- 
tle, the sound of cannons, and the clash of arms 
were heard by the sick and wounded at Miscoac, 
and by none with greater anxiety than by Lieut. 
Wunder. On the afternoon of the 13th, at 3o’clock, 
amtd the shouts and hurras of the invalids near his 
room, announcing that our arms had triumphed, 
Lieut. Wunder yielded up that glorious spirit with 
which he was blessed, and died a true patriot, in the 
midst of victory and the fullness of honor. OnjJjf 
15th of September, he was buried by the company, 
in a small enclosure belonging to the British Consu- 
late in the city of Mexico, from whence his remains 
have been brought back, to be deposited in the usual 
burial ground of the family at Reading. His memo- 
ry, and that of his brave comrades, will outlive ours. 
It is already inscribed in history that he was of that 
column of the American army which marched from 
Vera Cruz to Mexico.

After careful consideration, which the im- 
portance of the subject demanded, he had 
come to the conclusion that these notes must 
be redeemed, in the manner he had sugges- 
ted. H? was certain that no other proposi- 
tion would succeed, and if gentlemen really 
felt a desire to effect this object and that per- 
manently, they could attain it by the plan 
suggested. 

I am one of those, Mr. Speaker, who doubt

A PENNSYLVANIA VOLUNTEER. 

The remains of William Wunder, 1st Lieuten- 
ant of the Reading Artillerists, attached to the 2d 
Regiment Pennsylvania Volunteers, arrived at New 
O leans on the 25th ult. ? in charge of C. F. Jackson, 
en route to Reading. 

It will be remembered that the Reading Artiller- 
ists, of which Lieut. Wunder was a most active and 
efficient officer, is the same corps — although under a 
different organization— that served at Camp Dupont 
in the late war with Great Britain. Such wa 9 the 
ardour of this corps to join the army in the field, that 
they left their splendid park of artillery at home and 
joined the 2d Regiment as Infantry. How efficiently, 
and how well they have conducted themselves, is a 
matter of history. On the 26th of December, 1846* 
they left Reading with a muster roll of ninety-six 
men, and when officially heard from, after the bat- 
tles of Chapultcpec and Molina del Rey, on the 15th 
of September, 1847, the day after our troops took 
possession of the City of Mexico, but fourteen men 
were reported fit for duty. Lieut. Wunder a brave 
and patriotic officer, was one of the master spirits of 
this martyr band of citizen soldiers. It was his pe- 
culiar privilege to have braved all the battles up to 
the city, excepting the three days immediately pre- 
ceding its conquest ; although entitled to have been 
upon the sick list, after the bombardment of Vera 
Cruz, from the enthusiasm of the corps at the land- 
ing, he being among the first to jump into the sea, in 
order first to reach the shore, and from the unavoid- 
I able exposure on that occasion of our volunteers 
, who bivouacked two weeks upon the arid sands of 
that sickly region without tent or covering; yet he 
never for an instant relinquished his duty. Where- 
ver service was the most severe, the deceased claim- 
ed it as a special privilege ; and it may be said that 
no matter what was the impending danger, it never 
intimidated him or discomposed the suavity of his 
manner or the pleasantry which was so agreeable to 
all with whom he was intimate. On the march to- 
ward the Capitol, the general attack at Ccrro Gordo 
took place on the 18th of April 1847. Whilst at 
breakfast, in the officers mess, there seemed to be 
rather a disinclination to partake of the hasty fare of 
that portentious morning. “Come,” said he, “there 
is work to be done to-duy, and nobody can work 
| without eating; besides, this may be our last break- 
j fast, let’s take a hearty one.” In a short time the 
I breakfast vanished, and the cannon began to roar, 
j Ever >' body has heard of the galling fire to which our 
Pennsylvanians were subjected in that battle, and 
j as volley followed volley, our gallant regiment con- 
, staat b r cheering and crowing, gave irresistible evi- 
dence that they were game and ready for the con- 
i' test. It was at this particular moment that Lieut, 
j Wunder, unable to repress his desire to be in the 
I of *be foray, exclaimed, as the batteries were 
booming in quick succession, “Only listen to the 
music,— where’s our General,— why don’t we go at 
it ?”— At this spot fell the gallant Roland and Scheetz, 
two of the Artillerists. On the 22d of April it was 
first apparent that Lieut. Wunder was seriously in- 
disposed, and though advised to return to his home, 
as well by the medical faculty as by his fellow-sol- 
diers, he invariably declined doing so, and constant- 
ly insisted that he never would do so, until he saw 
the American flag waive in triumph over the Hall of 
the Montezuma*. Buoyed onward by this determin- 
ed resolution, although enfeebled and gaunt in the 
struggle with disease, yet like the devoted pilgrims 
in olden time, who preferred death rather than return 
without a sight of the Holy Sepulchre, our friend 
was able to reach the village of Miscoac, about five 
miles from Mexico, which latter place -and also 
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were heard by the sick and wounded at Miscoac, 
and by none with greater anxiety than by Lieut. 
Wunder. On the afternoon of the 13th, at 3o’clock, 
amtd the shouts and hurras of the invalids near his 
room, announcing that our arms had triumphed, 
Lieut. Wunder yielded up that glorious spirit with 
which he was blessed, and died a true patriot, in the 
midst of victory and the fullness of honor. On^p 
I5th of September, he was buried by the company, 
in a small enclosure belonging to the British Consu- 
late in the city of Mexico, from whence his remains 
have been brought back, to be deposited in the usual 
burial ground of the family at Reading. His memo- 
ry, and that of his brave comrades, will outlive ours. 
It is already inscribed in history that he was of that 
column of the American army which marched from 
Vera Cruz to Mexico.

In most of the States where danger 
of collision has been imminent the people 
have pursued the same course, indicating 
thereby the goodness of their cause and their 
disinclination to spill one drop of blood.

his eye. “Your own conscience,” cooly re- 
plied the minister, “and the utter uselessness 
•of such an outrage; for should I fall, there 
•will still remain my colleagues, who, all to a 
man, have resolved to die rather than to sub- 
mit to violence, or to return to the senseless 
anarchy of *98!” The words had the effect 
of calming for an instant the fury of La- 
grange — he dropped t lie weapon which he 
held, and, turning pale as death, while his 
eye quailed before the steady gaze of Lamar- 
tine, he uttered between his teeth, “Thou art 
not a true republican, nor a patriot ; but I 
verily believe thou art an honest man !” and t 
then'sank again upon his seat at the council 
board, trembling in every limb, and appa- 
rently exhausted with the effort of passion 
to which he had given way. It was then 
that his neighbor, L. Caussidiere, managed 
to seize the pistol -which lie had placed beside 
him, and by his presence of mind saved the 
Assembly from a dreadful catastrophe, for in 
the space of a few minutes Lagrange arose, 
and with the most frightful yells and bowl- 
ings, began to rend clothes from his back and 
tear the flesh from his bosom, until the blood 
spirted forth, all the while uttering the most 
fearful imprecations and blasphemies.
